Great Vogue as Boxing Teacher. 

Upon his retirement Jackson opened 
a gymnasium at 13 Bond street, London. 
His rooms had a tremendous vogue. 
Taking lessons in sparring and fencing 
from Jackson was deemed a most tm- 
portant part of the education of the 
gentleman of that day. To copy a list 


of his pupils would be to copy the Brit- 
ish Blue Book. Lerd Byron was, per- 
haps, the most famous of them all. The 
author of Childe Harold was 20 years 
younger than Jackson. In a note in 
the eleventh canto of Don Juan we find 
this tribute to his boxing instructor: 
“To my friend and corporal master, 
John Jackson, Esquire, who I trust still 
retains the strength and symmetry of 
his model of a form, together with his 
gentle humor and athletic as well as 
mental accomplishments.’’ In his diary 
Byron frequently refers to Jackson: 
“Tust returned from dinner with Jack- 
son (the emperor of pugilism) and Lord 
Dudley, at Cribb’s, the champions.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 3.—Three 
months of marching, maneuvering and 
drill in large bodies, under conditions 
approximating those of actual warfare, 








evolved tor the regular army for next 
summer and subsequent summers, pro- 
vided Congress wil] grant the necessary 
funds, about $1,000,000 yearly. 

Thi splan of mammoth maneuvers, in- 
tended .to increase the efficiency of the 


army, Was suggested by President 
Roosevelt. A feature that makes it of 
general popularity to all the States is 


the proposal that crack regiments of 
National Guard shall be allowed to join 


marches and maneuvers. 

Secretary Taft has sent a communica- 
tion to the House Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs asking an appropriation of 
$1,000,000 to defray the expenses of the 
maneuvers as planned by the General 
Staff. The plans contemplate the con- 
centration of all the troops in this coun- 
try with the exception of coast artillery 
large camps of instruction. 
The regular troops will march to the 
camps from their stations and back to 
the latter after the end of the maneu- 
vers. 

President's Suggestions, 

The scheme originated in a memoran- 
dum sent the Secretary of War -by 
President Roosevelt in which he stated 
that it was his desire that the army of 
the United States should be given more 
exercise in the field, away from the 
regular stations of regiments. 

In his communication to the House 
Committee on Military Affairs Secretary 
Taft says the importance of this meas- 
ure and the great benefit the troops 
would receive from being assembled in 
brigades or larger units fully justify 
the expense. 

Assistant Secretary of War Oliver ap- 
peared before the House Committee on 
Military Affairs and gave details of the 
plan formulated by the War Depart- 


ment. He said it contemplates putting 
the whole or most of the army located 
in the United States under ¢anvas In 
summer for thren months. He called at- 
tention to the fact that in the old days 
when the United States had troops on 
the frontier engaged in Indian wars, the 
men had every opportunity to perfect 
themselves in fleld work and to keep fit 
for active service, but of late years the 
bulk of the troops have been in garri- 
sons with very little opportunity for de- 
velopment.

There are occasions when speed alone 
may save a man. .They are few. For 
when a man reaches a ball by exerting 
great speed. and makes one of those 
miraculous pickups, he rarely does more 
than toss the bal! up in a very gentle 
manner. This may go with® the tennis 
or rubber ball on the gymnasium 
courts, but not with the regulation ar- 
ticle. If the ball goes up, softly kiss 
it goodby. You must drive it or the 
other fellow will kill it. 

Then the great speed at which the 
regulation ball rebounds precludes ail

This prevents. the low angle-drive serve 
as a regular’ thing. Serving under 

American rules calls for.a long, high 
bal] dropped as slowly and softly as 
possible in the lefthand corner. Per- 
fectly served, fhe ball will bound on the 
floor right up against the back wall 
and, being spent of speed, drop dead 
along it. so that it is impossible for the 
player to get his hand behind it for a 
drive.

Though the island is separated from Sonora by 
nothing more than a narrow strait, there is between 
this strait and the inhabitable interior of Sonora a 
desert of such terrors that the isolation of the 
strange island tribe is complete. The Mexicans never 
go there except upon such military expeditions as 
that now organizing. Only.adventurous Americans 
attempt to explore the arid isle of the Seri, and the 
penalties they have paid for their courage are a series 
of murders and massacres 


Nothing that the Seri have done in years has 
stirred up such a hornet’s nest as that which has 
followed the disappearance of Grindell. He was 
Superintendent of Public Schools at Douglas, and was 
well known throughout the territory from having 
been at one time a clerk of the Arizona Supreme 
Court. His love for wild peoples led him to visit 
the Yaquis, Mayas and Papagos of Old Mexico, and 
he became emboldened to the point of turning his 
face toward Tiburon Isle. 

On Feb. 27, 1905, he wrote to Dr. WJ McGee 
of the St. Louis Public Museum, asking for 
information as to the route to Tiburon. Dr. McGee, 
during his long association with the American Bu- 
reau of Ethnology, twice visited the island, and the

heavily armed and vigilant expeditions which he led 


in and out of that wild corner of the earth without 
mishap remain today the only known instances 
wherein white men achieved the feat, though many 
expeditions had tried it before, and others have at- 
tempted it since. Like the Grindell and Miller par- 
‘ea the others have met with disaster. Many, 
dor tless, recall the long diplomatic colloquy which 
followed the efforts of the American Government to 
secure indemnity for the murders of two of the Rob- 
inson party sent down to explore the Seri country 15 
years ago for a San Francisco newspaper. 

Dr. MeGee’s visits to the island for the National] 
Museum were suggested by the fate of Robinson. 
‘The survivors of his party declared that the explor- 
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er had not only been murdered, but eaten. The dis- 
appearance .of cannibalism from all the islands of 
the Pacific some years before caused the story from 
Tiburon to be much doubted. 

Dr. McGee went. to ascertain if the revolting cus- 
tom of eating their fellows really did obtain at 
so late a day among the unknown people of the Cali- 
fornia Gulf. While he came away prejudiced against 
them in that matter, he was still unable to decide 
the question. He found the Seri a people wild and 
savage beyond all imagination. ‘Though less than 
250 miles, as the crow flies, from Tucson, Ariz., and 
not more than a hundred miles from Hermosillo, they 
were so hedged about with deserts and unsailed 
waters that they were as much apart from the civ- 
ilized world as they would have been had their island 
been in the least charted part of the South Pacific. 

Nothing happened Dr. McGee when he was there. 
The precautions he took were insurmountable. He 
kept his men together by day, and at night his camp 
slept under the guard of two armed Americans. Re- 
membering the experience of one of Robinson’s men, 
who loaned his rifle to a native to shoot a turtle, the 
McGee party permitted no barbarian to come be- 
tween them and their arms. The Seri met these pre-

cautions with every show of friendliness. 


suspicion had not the visitors known this hypocrisy 
to have been the undoing of every other expedition 
which had preceded them. 
Dr. McGee found them primitive and barbarous be- 
yond one’s expectations of the most remote tribe 
of Africa. The fact that they were within 300 miles 
of American cities in Southern Arizona and Califor- 
nia and even nearer to the Mexican city of Sonora, 
instead of lessening their barbarity, only emphasize? 
it. They had no firearms, no beasts of burden, no 
metals. no music, no teachers, no missionaries, no 
knowledge of the world without, no religion and none 
of those rudiments of civilization long ago absorbed 
by the once terrible Apaches. They wore few clothes. 
Indeed, these constituted one of the few evidences of 
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contact with the whites. The women sometimes wore 
a tattered skirt woven by whites and traded into 
Seriland from the Mexican mainland; the men a 
few skins, but mostly their own. 

The mentality of this people was dormant. They 
had but a pitiful knowledge of things. They hunted 
the giant turtle of their island home, coasted about 
in their swift, graceful balsas, lived on the hot sands 
in wretched shelters made of tortoise shells, mesquite 
and moss, hunted with bow and arrow, 
beyond all imagination, 


were poor 
were born miserably and 
died miserably. 

There was just one thing in which Dr. McGee 
found them admirable, and that was their physical 
agility. They were the quickest people he had ever 
seen. There was not a fat man, woman or child 
amgng them. They lived by the chase, and the chase 
was by foot. They practiced running from the 
cradle to the grave. Indeed, their tribal name stood 
for their chief characteristic, for Seri means spry. 
Dr. McGee saw them perform such remarkable feats 
as to go out in a band, surround, run down and catch 
with their hands a fleet deer. 

In March, 1905, Grindell concluded that it would 
be well to have Dr. McGee accompany him, and he 
wrote to St. Louis inviting the scientist to do so. 
Dr. McGee was inclined to accept the invitation, but, 
before he decided, he asked of Grindell a full state- 
ment of his plans and preparations. 
followed within a few days. 
said Dr. McGee, “that Grin- 
dell was making too little of the perils of such a

very erous. My conviction that they are not 
only very dangerous, but subtly so, warned me 
against aecompanying him. I wrote to him April 7, 
1905, urging him to think more of the dangers of 
his expedition. I could not go with him, 

“He started in the first days of June. I was afraid 
for him, for it seemed to me that his inexperience 
and his evident disqualification for leadership in 
such a hazard must surely bring the venture to 
grief. I was not surprised when the summer passed 
without news of him, nor was I unprepared for the 
announcement that Hoffman had shown up at 
Guaymas in a crazed condition and that it was be- 
lieved his companions had perished. I have been 
satisfied all the time that Grindel! and the rest of his 
party are dead. There are two reasonable theories. 
One is that they died of thirst upon the desert; the 


other is that, reaching Tiburon and being deceived 
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by the mock friendliness of the Indians, they be: 
came careless in defense and gave the Seri an open: 
ing which that crafty people yery speedily availed 
themselves of to serve Grindell as they had served 
Robinson, Miller and the leaders of almost every 
other expedition that has gone to the island. 

“The ghastly campfire relics picked up by Grindell’s 
brother are much more corroborative of the ean- 
nibal story than anything I was able to gain. If, as he 
reports, the hands were of a white man; we can 
only ask, for the removal of doubt with those whe 
still refuse to believe cannibalism of the Seri, that 
the savage be reliably interrupted at the feast. The 
charge has been so persistent that we cannot ignore 
it. Here, in the midst of civilization, it seems -in- 
credible, but that is because we cannot imagine the 
place nor the people concerned. 

“T have never,” continued Dr. McGee, “seen anoth- 
er such desolate place as Tiburon, nor one so tar 
from the influence of civilization. When we add to 
this the history of the Seri, hunted for centuries 
and knowing no alien in any other role than that of 
foe, we can, perhaps, understand why such things

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OLD ENGLISH HOME 
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“BROWN STONE FRONTS 
VaweRicaN SUBURBAN HOME. 


\N begat Ug living in caves; as he grew civilized he discovered how to build himself 

a home, but overcivilization develo ped habits of luxury that made a home onerous. So 

he returned to the ways of his ancestors and built himself great piles of caves, in 
which he dwelt.”’ 

In words such as these will the future historian describe the manners and customs of these 
early days of the Twentieth Century. He will illustrate his history with pictures of the natural 
cave dwellings of primitive man and of the apartment hotels or artificial cave dwellings of super- 
civilized man. 

Every stage of human development is to be found still in active existence somewhere in the 
world. So the progressive stages can be ilustrated by actual photographs. It may astonish many 

persons to be told that the troglodyte, or primitive cave dweller, is by no means extinct, but lives and is 
happy in many parts of the world. In the valley of the Loire and along the northern coast of France, es- 
pecially near Dieppe, are to be found many ancient caves still occupied as houses, some by farmers, oth®rs 
by wine growers, others by fishermen. But the most wonderful troglodytes in the world are in Sappadocia, 
east of Smyrna, in Asia Minor. There is a strange region around Mount Argaeus, an extinct volcano, where 
the earth is composed of a deep layer of pumice, or tufa, overlayed with lava. Scattered about upon it 
are about 50,000 voleanic cones, varying in height from 50 to 300 feet, and in the friable pumice stone of 
these the inhabitants for many centuries have excavated dwellings. Some of these caves are literally shells Of 
rock inclosing vast chambers and galleries, storehouses, homes, churches, shops, rug factories and even 
cemeteries. » 

In these extraordinary cave cities men have dwelt for countless ages, storing their grain, housing their 
myriads of pigeons and rabbits and burying their dead, all under one roof. They may be visited today 
and from them one may learn just how the primitive ancestors of the human race lived and make coni- 
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parisons with the life of the troglodytes of modern St. Louis. 
In the Crimea are many grottoes In which dwelt men who have taken the.first step from the troglo- 
dvtes, in that at the. entrance to their caves they Nave built lean-tos with penthouse roofs and doors. ——— - 
It was a short step from this lean-to in front of a cave to a group of timbers stuck erect in the ground and interlaced with . 
zrass. Such houses are Common in South America and the islands of the Pacific. Another development took place along different 
ines—that of the tent. No nudic races found stationary dwellings useless and so devised portable homes. The first of these were 
three sticks stuck into th» ground and crossing at the top, over which skins were draped. The tepees of the North American Indians 
are a survival of this primitive tent. . 
The tent with a horizontal pole, supported at each end by crossed sticks. : 
was the next development, and from covering this with, skins to interlacing 
reeds or bamboos and then to fastening on a covering of planks were short 
stages. : 
The next step was to raise the triangular ended roof upon a brick-shaped 
base and this gave the simplest form of house. 
In early ages in lands where timber was scarce and clay was common the 
habitants discovered how to pile up blocks of sun-dried clay. By the time of 
he Caesars, private houses had baths with hot and cold water. . 
In the Middle Ages there were two forms 
of house—the castle, built of stone and de- 
signed especially for defense, and the mis- 
erable hut of the peasant, built of timber 
and stucco and thatch. When feudalism fell 
and the world became more secure, the mod- 
ern home, designed for residence and not 
for defense, replaced the fortress. 
The home had now come, the house with 
all its conveniences. Such homes, larger or 
smaller according to the wealth of their 
owners, were dotted in millions all over the 
civilized world. 4 
Then as land became dearer 
came the “brown stone front,’ 
followed, with a demand for 
easier housekeeping, by the 
flat, and with greater wealth 
by the apartment house hotel. 
These apartments are noth- 
ing more than caves, artificial 
caves, with elevators instead 
of staircases and steam heat 
instead of smoky fires. They 
are already plentiful.
